I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the 
Public  Health  for  1966. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease,  various  forms  of 
cancer  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  Of  the  heart 
conditions  coronary  disease  and  angina  were  the  most  frequent 
causes  of  death.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  Rural  District  was 
9.93  per  1,000  residents  compared  with  9.27  in  1965  and  with  1 1.7 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Five  children  died  within  the  first  year  of  life  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  10.87  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  10.89 
in  the  previous  year,  and  a rate  of  19.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
during  the  year,  the  only  outbreak  of  note  being  due  to  measles 
which  accounted  for  91  of  the  130  cases  notified.  In  addition  there 
were  a number  of  sporadic  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery. 

Three  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified.  All 
contacts  of  these  cases  were  traced  and  encouraged  to  attend  the 
Chest  Clinic  for  a medical  examination  and  X-ray. 

The  annual  visit  of  the  mobile  X-ray  unit  to  the  district  was 
arranged  early  in  the  summer,  and  sessions  were  held  at  Elloughton, 
Everthorpe,  North  Ferriby  and  Melton. 

Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  District  from  three  sources,  namely  the 
East  Yorkshire  Wold  Water  Board,  Hull  Corporation  and  Hotham 
Family  Trust.  Details  of  the  distribution  are  given  in  the  Report. 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  water  from 
both  public  and  private  bores  have  been  carried  out,  and  details  of 
these  samples  are  given  in  the  Report. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Work  has  continued  on  the  construction  of  a new  sewage  and 
sewerage  disposal  system  for  the  villages  of  Lund  and  Lockington 
where  certain  difficulties  have  been  encountered  due  to  the  relatively 
high  level  of  the  water  table  in  the  area.  The  villages  of  Leconfield, 
Brantingham,  Ellerker  and  part  of  Swanland  are  now  the  only  large 
centres  of  population  in  the  district  which  do  not  have  a modern  type 
of  sewage  disposal  system.  Schemes  for  these  have  been  included  in  the 
Council’s  future  programme. 


Factories  Act,  1961 

The  detailed  particulars  under  Part  I,  and  Part  VIII  of  the  Factories 
Act  which  are  administered  by  the  Council  are  set  out  on  page  12  and 
13  of  the  report. 

As  this  is  my  last  report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Council 
I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  help  during  my 
term  of  office. 

I should  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
and  help  which  I have  always  received  from  the  Clerk  and  the  other 
Chief  Officers.  In  this  respect  I would  specially  mention  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  who  has  been  a most  conscientious  and 
efficient  colleague.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at 
mid- 1966  was  28,330  an  increase  of  880  over  the  previous  year. 

Births.  The  Total  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  460,  which 
is  one  more  than  in  1965.  The  birth  rate  fell  by  0.47  to  15.75  There 
were  16  illegitimate  births,  an  increase  of  3. 

Still  Births.  There  were  7 still  births,  an  increase  of  2,  and  the 
stillbirth  rate  was  14.99  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  10.78 
in  1965. 

Deaths.  Two  hundred  and  ninety  three  residents  died,  giving  a 
a death  rate  of  9.93  per  1,000  residents  per  annum,  0.66  higher  than 
in  1965. 

Infant  Mortality.  Five  children  died  before  the  age  of  one  year 
and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  10.87  per  1,000  live  births.  In  1965, 
deaths  of  5 infants  gave  a rate  of  10.89. 

Tuberculosis  deaths.  There  were  no  deaths  during  1966  due  to 
Tuberculosis.

Two  women  aged  45  and  66  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  non- 
pulrronary  tuberculosis.

FOR  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities.  Specimens  for  pathological  examination 
are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull.  This  Laboratory 
also  carries  out  bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk, 
water  and  ice  cream. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  conveyance  of  ail  cases  (including 
infectious  diseases)  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority. 

Clinics.  The  Chest  Clinic  is  held  each  Thursday  at  Westwood 
Hospital,  Beverley. 

Venerea!  Disease.  Clinics  were  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill  Street, 
Hull. 

Relaxation  Classes.  These  Classes  were  held  weekly  for  ex- 
pectant mothers  in  the  Brough  area,  and  the  following  table  shows 
that  they  were  well  attended:

A total  of  55  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis, 
of  which  1 1 proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Twenty-five  samples  were  taken  from  mains  supplies,  10  being  from 
the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  area  of  supply,  7 from 
the  Hull  Corporation  area  of  supply,  4 from  the  Dalton  Holme 
supply  and  4 from  the  Welton  Village  Supply.  All  these  samples  gave 
satisfactory  results. 

Thirty  samples  were  taken  from  20  private  supplies  and  of  these,  1 1 
samples  taken  from  5 bores  proved  unsatisfactory  and  appropriate 
action  was  taken  in  each  case. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year. 

There  is  no  liability  to  plumbo-solvency  due  to  the  hardness  of  the 
water  supplied  in  the  district.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Existing  sewers  and  works  were  satisfactorily  maintained  during 
the  year.  Some  works  are  becoming  overloaded  due  to  housing 
development  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  providing  additional 
facilities  in  the  near  future. 

Tenders  were  accepted  for  the  sewering  of  Lockington  and  Lund, 
and  work  commenced  early  in  the  year. 

The  construction  of  a length  of  sewer  in  Swanland  Hill,  forming 
part  of  the  Swanland  and  North  Ferriby  Sewerage  Scheme  was 
completed. 

A scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Leconfield  village  was  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
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Since  the  end  of  the  war,  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in 
providing  sewerage  facilities  in  the  district,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
main  drainage  was  available  for  7.690  houses.  Schemes  at  present 
under  construction  or  awaiting  Ministry  Approval  for  Lund,  Lock- 
ington,  Leconfield,  and  parts  of  Swanland  will  serve  a further  398 
houses,  and  the  Council’s  future  programme  includes  schemes  to 
serve  228  houses  in  the  villages  of  Beswick,  Kilnwick,  Brantingham 
and  Ellerker. 

260  houses  are  situated  in  small  hamlets  and  on  the  outskirts  of 
villages  and  at  the  appropriate  time  consideration  will  be  given  to 
providing  the  necessary  sewers  and  sewer  extensions. 

Remaining,  are  some  750  houses  scattered  throughout  the  district 
and  situate  for  the  most  part  in  isolation,  and  these  are  unlikely  to  be 
served  by  future  sewerage  schemes.

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MILK  SUPPLY 


The  number  of  persons  retailing  milk  within  the  Rural  District  and 
Registered  as  Distributors  was  30.  Three  premises  were  registered  as 
Dairies. 

Ninety  samples  of  raw  milk  were  obtained  and  on  biological 
examination  one  of  these  was  found  to  be  positive  for  Brucella 
Abortus.  Action  was  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  from  the  Infected 
animal  was  pasteurised. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected  was  17,069  and  the 
results  of  inspections  are  set  out  In  the  accompanying  table.  Tubercu- 
losis was  found  in  only  3 bovines  and  these  were  reactor  animals  sent 
in  for  slaughter  by  the  Ministry. 

Daily  slaughtering  took  place  at  the  wholesale  slaughterhouse  at 
Woodmansey,  and  once,  and  somtimes  twice  per  week  at  the  retail 
slaughterhouses  at  South  Cave,  Elloughton,  Leven  and  Lund. 

Licences  were  issued  to  31  slaughtermen  under  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1958. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  district.

KNACKERS  YARDS 

Ten  visits  were  made  to  the  two  Knackers  Yards,  both  of  wh  ich  are 
situated  in  the  parish  of  Woodmansey  and  conditions  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 


HOUSING 

Twelve  houses  were  subject  to  statutory  action,  3 Demolition  Orders 
and  9 Closing  Orders  being  made.  Eight  houses  subject  to  Clearance 
Orders,  23  subject  to  Demolition  Orders,  2 subject  to  Closing  Orders 
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and  I subject  to  an  Undertaking  to  Close,  were  demolished.  Four 
Closing  Orders  and  I Undertaking  to  Close  were  cancelled,  and  3 
Undertakings  to  Repair  were  complied  with.  As  a result  of  informal 
action,  15  houses  were  made  to  comply  with  the  Housing  Act 
standard. 

Sixteen  condemned  houses  were  vacated,  8 families  being  rehoused 
by  the  Council. 

The  inpsection  of  houses  under  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
submitted  to  the  Minister  in  1955  is  virtually  complete,  610  houses 
having  been  the  subject  of  formal  action  and  10  demolished  after 
informal  action.  82  condemned  houses  were  occupied  at  the  end  of 
the  year  of  which  47  were  occupied  by  elderly  people  and  families 
who  in  all  probability  will  not  be  disturbed.  The  majority  of  the  re- 
maining occupiers  will  be  rehoused  when  the  houses  and  flats  in  the 
current  building  programme  at  Bishop  Burton,  Cherry  Burton, 
Etton  and  Welton  are  complete. 

During  the  year,  3 one  bedroomed  bungalows  at  Brough,  8 one 
bedroomed  flats  at  Swanland,  together  with  the  Wardens  flat  built 
in  connection  with  the  Grouped  Dwelling  Scheme  at  Welton,  were 
completed.  The  construction  of  the  16  Grouped  Dwelling  flats  and  4 
three  bedroomed  houses  at  Welton  was  well  advanced. 

It  was  decided  to  construct  during  1967,  4 three  bedroomed  houses 
and  four  one  bedroomed  bungalows  at  Bishop  Burton,  2 two  bed- 
roomed houses  and  2 one  bedroomed  bungalows  at  Cherry  Burton 
and  4 three  bedroomed  houses  and  2 one  bedroomed  bungalows  at 
Etton. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of  25 
dwellings  and  for  Discretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  15  dwellings. 

No  applications  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act, 
1957,  were  received. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Of  the  74  premises  in  the  district  registered  under  the  Act,  the 
majority  are  small  retail  shops  such  as  village  stores,  and  other  food 
shops  and  small  offices.  The  average  number  of  employees  is  just  over 
3 per  premises. 

Inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  indicated  that  conditions 
were  generally  satisfactory.  Fifteen  informal  notices  were  served, 
the  majority  of  these  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  the  provision 
of  first  aid  boxes  and  thermometers  and  the  display  of  an  Abstract 
of  the  Act.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  number  of  houses  from  which  refuse  was  collected  increased  by 
543  during  the  year,  the  figure  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  8.844. 
Refuse  was  also  collected  from  some  200  business  premises,  charges 
being  made  in  appropriate  cases.  The  number  of  pai!  closets  continued 
to  decrease. 

Delivery  of  a 25  cu.  yard  Fore  and  Aft  tipping  refuse  vehicle  was 
taken  in  May.  The  Vehicle  fleet  at  the  end  of  the  year  comprised  one 
35  cub.  yard  Packamatic,  five  25  and  one  18  cub.  yard  fore  and  aft 
tipping  and  one  10  cub.  yard  side  loading  refuse  vehicle.  The  10  cub. 
yard  vehicle  and  one  25  cub.  yard  vehicle  were  maintained  as  standby 
vehicles.  The  lower  part  of  one  of  the  25  cub.  yard  vehicles  was 
renewed  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Disposal  continued  at  the  controlled  tip  at  Old  Brickyards,  North 
Ferriby,  one  tipman  and  a Bristol  25  Tractor  Dozer  and  scraper  being 
employed. 

Eighty-one  litter  vases  erected  in  appropriate  parts  of  the  district 
were  emptied  regularly. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Two  full  time  Rodent  Operators  were  employed,  and  2,595  visits 
were  made.  853  premises  were  inspected  and  infestations  found  to 
exist  at  51 1 premises,  of  which  the  Council  treated  510.  The  cost  of 
treatments  was  recovered  in  respect  of  all  properties  except  dwelling 
houses  under  £80  rateable  value. 

Properties  owned  by  the  Council  were  Inspected  and  appropriate 
treatments  were  carried  out.  All  sewerage  systems  were  treated  with 
sodium  fluoracetamide.
